PROBE FITCHETT’S 
BIRMINGHAM RECORD. 

Birmingham, Ala., Mareh 11.—

advanced that he was in Birmingham 
on the night Bert Donaldson 
murdered in the Georgian Terrace ho- 
tel, of Atlanta, Charles H,. Fitchett’s 
record is being investigated by Bir- 
mingham authorities.

Detroit, March 11.—(4)—Coopera- 
tive marketing in all its phases will 
undergo expert analysis when the $1,- 
000,000 libel suit of Aaron Sapiro 
against Henry Ford is begun in United 
States district court here Tuesday. 
voluminous declaration, containing ex- 
cerpts from alleged libelous articles 
appearing in the Dearborn Independ- 
ent and numerous depositions, will go 
into the record. 

Sapiro, a street gamin and orphan- 
age waif, who started out to be a 
rabbi and became the leader of one of 
the greatest agricultural movements of 
modern times, filed his suit against 
the motor king on April 22, 1925, 
charging defamation of character in 
the series of articles that appeared in 
the Independent owned by Ford. 

The declaration in the suit asserted 
that Sapiro had spent 15 years in 
building agricultural marketing or- 
ganizations which now exist in nearly 
two score states and that irreparable 
damage had been done his reputation 
with farmers of America and Canada 
by the series of articles. 

These articles, the declaration al- 
leged, accused Sapiro of being one of 
“a conspiracy of Jewish bankers who 
seek to control the food markets of 
the world.” ‘They accuse him, the 
declaration added, of seeking to gain 
control of the markets for wheat, po- 
tatoes, hops, hav, tohacco and _ Cot- 
ton, and the raisin and bean indus- 
tries, 

The names of Bernard Baruch, 
Julins Rosenwald. Otto Kabn, Albert 
I). Lasker and E. Myers, Jr., were 
linked with that of Sapiro, he asserted, 
in the articles that charged him with 
participation in the alleged Jewish 
conspiracy.

The white house spokesman said the 
president doubts if it would be de- 
sirable for the United States to enter 
the treaty proposed by Diaz. This 
country has peculiar interests in Nic- 
aragua becau:. it contains the site for 
the proposed second canal across the 
isthmus and because of its proximity 
to the Panama canal. The United 
States desires to help Nicaragua, the 
spokesman said, but the policy is to 
leave countries in Central America as 
undisturbed as possible so that they 
can work out their own salvation. This 
government is willing to help but it 
feels that the permanent treaty pro- 
posed by Diaz goes further than is 
desirable. 

Diaz proposed 2 treaty that would 
give the United States the right to in- 
tervene in event of Nicaraguan dis- 
turbances, to maintain an American 
financial adviser and a receiver gen- 
eral of revenues, that.is to control en- 
tirely the finances of the country, to 
loan Nicaragua $20,000,000 and super- 
vise its repayment, to disband the 
Nicara,uan army anc set up an 
American organized constabulary, to 
provide technical experts in engineer- 
ing and sanitation projects, the treaty 
to run for 100 years. This program 
was approved by the Nicaraguan con- 
gress, 

“The agreement we desire,” said 
President Diaz, in proposing ‘his 
treaty, “so far from forming part of 
an imperialistic scheme of American 
aggrandisement im Central America, Is 
nothing less than a highly humanitar- 
ian project sought by us and not by 
the United States, for the best inter- 
ests of our country, which interests, 
however. are linked with those of the 
United States and of all foreign citi- 
zens in Nicaragua. Tor these reasons, 
I feel confident the American people 
will give the. approval to the. meas- 
ures contemplated for the welfare of 
Nicaragua.” 

Plan Appears Dead. 


Because of the fact that Diaz was 
set up by the United States, it was 
assumed when he made this proposal 
that it came with the approval of*the 
state department. ‘The white house 
spokesman, however, has practically 
announced rejection and it is doubtful 
if the plan will be pushed further un- 
til it is greatly modified. 

It is suggested by some that the 
white house disapproval was prompted 
by the prospect of a senate defeat for 
any such treaty. Panama recently 
signed a somewhat similar treaty with 
the United States but the senate 
hostHe and its ratification is much in 
doubt. 

For the present at least, the United 
States will continue its hand-to-mouth 
supervision of Nicaraguan affairs on 
an informal, temporary basis. Ma- 
rines have been distributed through- 
out the country to stay apparently 
until order has been restored. The 
previous ocenpation by American ma- 
rines lasted from 1912 to 1920.

The wisdom of the plan to lower 
the tracks 4.5 feet is apparent. it 
will eliminate large property dam- 
ages, the reconstruction of several 
blocks of business streets, bring 
the surfaces of the two new via- 
ducts to the practical level of the 
Whitehall and Broad street viaducts, 
and shorten the approaches so that 
the north wings would start at De- 
catur street and the south wings 
at Hunter street. In dollars and 
cents it would, in condemnations, 
damages and street reconstruction 
costs, save millions of dollars as 
compared to the relatively small 
costs of lowering the tracks for a 


few blocks. 


These details will be discussed, 
and it is the earnest hope that when 


the conference closes the word ‘‘go” 


may be said. 
It will have an electrifying ef.- 


fect, for there has been no develop- 


ment project ever undertaken by 


Atlanta of such vital importance to 


all the people, and to the interested 
railroads, as this bridging of Pryor 
street and Central avenue.

The decision declares that a citi- 
zen of the United States who is 
brought before a magistrate who is 
financially interested in a conviction 
rather than an acquittal, cannot get 
a fair trial—that such a citizen is 
denied due process of law, and that 
any statute under which any part 
of the fines and costs goes to the 
trial magistrate is unconstitutional. 

The significance of this is ob- 
vious. It will necessitate a com- 
plete revision of the statutes in per- 
haps a dozen states in the union, 
including Georgia. In this state a 
justice of the peace is- provided fees 
only upon convictions — that is, 
from the sum extracted from the 
accused as ‘“‘fines and costs.”’ 

It is remembered that a wave of 
protests swept Georgia a year or 
two ago because it was alleged that 
in -several small towns motorists 
were arrested and fined indiscrimi- 
nately on the charge of violating ri- 
diculously low speed limitations.

END LAME DUCK SESSIONS. 


The press of the nation is mili- 
tant, and almost unanimous, in de- 
manding the ending of the “lame- 
duck sessions”’ of congress. The 
recent senate filibuster which de- 


roundly denounced by the newspa- 
pers of both parties. It looms as 
one of the big issues in the 1928 
campaign. 

The Brooklyn Eagle, in urging a 
change in congress dates, says: 

“By eliminating the short session w2 
can eliminate filibusters. The Norris 
resolution to amend the constitution 
would provide the remedy. This 
would amend the constitution so that 
a newly elected congress would meet 
the first week in January after elec- 
tion instead of waiting 13 months, as 
now. It would remain in session un- 
til its business was done. F ilibusters 
could be ended by cloture as they have 
been when the end of the session wes 
not in sight.” 


For years The Constitution has 
urged the elimination of the short 
term as a method of ending the un- 
democratic process of enacting fed- 
eral legislation by members of con- 
gress who had been repudiated by 
their constituencies. 

The Norris amendment, which 
comes as near providing a remedy 
as any yet made, has three times 
passed the senate. Each time the 
house has buried it in the pigeon- 
hole of the constitutional amend- 
ment committee.. The house is full 
of “lame ducks’—and those who 
expect to be. They evidently want 
to hold on as long as possible, even 
after their defeat. 

It is to be hoped that the new 
congress will enact this much- 
needed legislation. 


GAME BUT LOSING FIGHT. 


Like the strenuous and faithful 
but losing fight that was made some 
months ago to save the life of Floyd 
Collins, the Kentucky cave boy who 
found himself, in perfect health, 
sealed in a natural tomb, so was 
the unsuccessful fight conducted by 
three score of faithful volunteers to 
save the life of Albert Frick, the 
Illinois youth who was kept alive for 
108 hours by artificial breathing. 
The difference is, in the latter case

Young Frick, following acute ab- 
dominal pains, suffered a_ stroke 
which paralyzed his respiratory or- 
gans only. He ceased to breathe, 
but his heart remained strong. 
Therefore, by the process of press- 
ing and relaxing upon the chest, in 
relays of 15 minutes, 60 young men, 
most of them fellow workers, with 
a staff of physicians at the bedside, 
kept the youth alive. At times there 
was hope, but great medical experts 
throughout the country declared 
that death would result in the end. 
And it did, but the heroes at his 
bedside kept faithfully at their task, 
through hours of almost merciless 
exhaustion, without a thought ex- 
cept to save his life if humanly 
possible. 

In the meantime, all over the 
world, the case was watched with 
almost feverish interest. The pray- 
ers of the rich and the poor, of the 
prince and the peasant, mingled.

Have you read John Bailey's 
bigoraphy of Walt Whitman? If 
so, will you please give me your 
estimate of its account of the 
poet? 
The volume appears in the well 
known series of “English Men of 
Letters.” which deserves a place in 
every book lover’s library. Its in- 
clusion marks a change in the orig- 


-inal policy of the series, which could 


called

now be more appropriately 
“English Speaking Men of Letters. 

Whitman has been praised for his 
verse, damned for his carnality, de- 
nied any place among the poets . nd 
given eminence among them, all in 4a 
single generation. It was high time 
therefore that some competent au- 


ing, and this Mr. Bailey has endeav- 
ored to do. He recognizes the dif- 
ficulties involved in any analysis of 
W hitman’s poetical style, which va- 
ries from heavy-footed prose to a 
power of flight conveying his theme 
to its height both in conception and 
expression. 
_His defiance of the conventionali- 
ties was not confined to style. It 
extended to pretty much everything 
under the sun. This attitude largely 
accounts for the antagonism aud the 
admiration he excited. Yet he does 
not seem to have expected the an- 
tagonism, and not a little of the ad- 
miration was misplaced. 

as Mr. Bailey affirms, nothing 
scemed common or unclean to Whit- 
man, his treatment of forbidden 
things can be better understood by 
those who strenuously object to it. 
But this admission does rot excuse 
many of his references. Still less 
does it concede that in them lay his 
strength as an interpreter of life. He 
was great despite marked failings 
and not because of them. Be 

Indeed, they have prevented the 
realization of his poetical qualities 
by estimable critics who believe that 
moral obliquity in personal character 
or in literary output is not atoned 
for by intellectual vision or a power- 
ful imagination. 

The Whitman who nursed the sick 
and wounded during dark days of 
battle, wrote colloquial letters to hia 
mother, in his loneliness yearned for 
her presence, and felt the throb of a 
wide benevolence for all mankind, is 
a grateful memory. Other phases of 
his career do not commend them- 
selves to unprejudiced observers. 

His love of nature, of individual 
men and of liberty enabled him toe 
overcome immense obstacles in him- 
self and in his training. Emerson was 
the first to perceive in- “Leaves of 
Grass’’ that a new star had arisen on 
the western horizon, and he described 
the book as “the most extraordinary 
piece of wit and wisdom which Amer- 
ica has yet contributed.” 

The civil war probably evoked 
Whitman’s best mific. Certainly no 
petty or cramped spirit could have 
written his poetry of that period, or 
its culmination in the ode on the 
death of President Lineoln. Had he 
gone further into the mysteries of a 
profoundly spiritual personality like - 
Lincoln’s, and left the flesh to its 
own corruptions, his genius might 
have reached a more congenial realm. 
His crudeness, absence of melody and 
rhythm and excursions into the ques 
tionable can be disregarded. Mr. Bai- 
ley’s judgment that his greatest out- 
bursts of song, when the inevitable 
word waited on the imperishable 
thought, gave him a place among 
the major poets, is sustained by the 
evidence.

FRED YOULD WRITES 
OF CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 


Fred Yould, of the committee on 
publication of the Christian Science 
church for Georgia, has asked The 
Constitution to publish the following 
statement in connection wih recent 
stories in this paper: 

Editor Constitutiou: There have appeared 
in The Constitution during the past week 
several references to Dr. Max Wertheimer. 
now appearing at the Baptist Tabernacle 
Bible conference here, and his past con- 
nections with Christian Science. Wien re- 
porting his address of last Wednesday 
hight, ‘“‘Why I left Christian Science,"’ 
your valued paper quoied Dr. Wertheimer 
as saying, ‘‘that it was doubtful if the 
claims ef Christian Scientists for curative 
powers were correct.’ In this connection 
on behalf of Christian Scientists and for 
the benefit of your readers, the following 
statement is offered for your kind accept- 
ance; 

According to Dr. Wertheimer'’s own state- 
ment in his sermon, his doubt that Chris- 
tian Science heals was based on the word 
of an individual who claimed to have been 
a Christian Scientist for 15 years, but 
who had not during that long period healed 
one case of sickness. “From this testimony 
the doctor concluded that there must be a 
‘‘screw loose’’ somewhere in Christian Sci- 
ence. Apparently it has not yet occurred 
to our critic that the loose screw may 
have been located in the individual’s lack 
of adherence to the rules laid down in 
the practice of metaphysical healing in 
Christian Science. It is recorded that even 
Jesus’ disciples once failed to heal because 
of insufficient faith in and understanding 
of God's power to cure a case of Junacy, 
And Jesus rebuked them because of this. 
(See Matthew 17:14-21.) 

Evidences that Christian Science heals

CHEMICAL BLAST 
ROUTS FIREMEN 


Chicago, March 11.—(?)}—Ranks of 
two engine companies were depleted 
late today, when an explosidn killed 
one fireman and scriously injured 10 
two probably fatally. 

Ther had controlled a fire in the 
plant ef the Daigger Chemical com- 
pany, 159 West Kinzie street, just 


outside the downtown district, when a 


terrific explosion was followed by sev- 
eral of lesser degree. 

The fireman killed was Edward 
Hirchcorn. Thomas Bender was so se- 
riously burned that hope of recovery 
was abandoned. Patrick Kelley in- 
haled flames and was burned on the 
hands, face and body. 

All the other injured firemen 
fered serious body burns wheu 
clothing caught fire. 

The firemen killed and injured were 
trapped in the basement. Fumes filled 
the air aud the men, bruised, shocked 
and burned. were brought out enly 
after comrades had donned gas- masks. 

Five firemen collapsed at a strect 
door as they sought to escape from 
the gas-filled basement and were drag- 
ged to safety by a bystander. 

Max Woldenberg, president, and sev- 
eral other officials of the chemical 
company, were taken to a police sta- 
tion for questioning. "Twenty-five em- 
ployees of the chemical company fled 
the building just before the explosion 
occurred. 

More than 200 workers in nearby 
buildings fled to the street when they 
were rocked by the explosion. 

Carbide of sufficient quantity te 
the buildings the entire 
was found in the basement of 
brick plant, Samuel 
Kugelman, a battalion chief, said. ex- 
plaining that the chemical explodes 
upon contact with fire or water. 

M. J. Corrigan, another battalion 
chief, in charge of an investigation, 
said the chemical company had been 
under surveilance for some time in con- 
nection with reports that chemicals 
were stored in the basement. 

Several special alarms were turned 
in late today when fire broke ont in a 
five-story building on West Madisen 
street, near Dearborn street, in the 
heart of the downtown district. As 
the fire apparatus began arriving peo- 
ple started a rush from a small mov- 
ing picture theater nearby. Scores of 
persons were badly eéut and bruised, 
but there were no fatalities nor se- 
rious injuries.

The Gaika was en 
route from Durban to Capetown 
when the storms began and was com- 
pelled to change its course a dozen 
times to escape the seven raging 
windstorms, At the end 
resembled a jig-saw puzzle. 

Tamatave, once an orderly capi- 
tal of the island, is a complete wreck, 
said the skipper, who is one of the 
few people to reach another port aft- 
er having viewed the wreckage.
